Time Ticking Away Slowly 


BOULDER, Colo (UPI) - 
New Year 1976 will be one 
second late. 
Thousands 
of 
atom ic 
clocks used around the world 
as the official standards of 
time will be staggered one 
second tonight to make up 
for a slowdown in the earth’s 
rotation 
"Unfortunately the earth 
is a lousy clock," said Dr 
Jam es 
B arn es 
of 
the 
National Bureau of Stan­ 
dards. "Atom ic clocks are 
maybe loo.ooo or a million 
times more accurate than 
the spinning earth " 
B arnes said the extra 
second will guarantee the 


tim e on commercial clocks 
will coincide with the atom ic 
clocks used by scientists, 
n a v ig a to rs and television 
networks 
" I t s 
all 
done 
e le c ­ 
tronically," he said. "W hat 
will happen is that there will 
be 
61 
im pulses 
in 
th e 
counting process during the 
final m inute of the year in 
Greenwich, England." 
Greenwich time is five 
hours ahead of E a ste rn 
Standard Time in the United 
States, so the "leap second 
will 
be added to atom ic 
clocks in New York at 5 p m 
(EST) New Year’s Eve. 
"All we do is flip what is 


called an ‘enabling switch’ 
anytime during the 24 hours 
before we want the extra 
second to be added,’ 
said 
B arnes. 
" I f s 
all 
programmed in a computer 
and ifs very simple. I won t 
even have to be here." 
The "enabling switch" is 
simply a toggle switch inside 
the room housing the atomic 
clocks, three clock faces and 
a computer. Once the extra 
second is added, the switch 
is flipped back into place 
until the next time it is 
needed. 
This is the fourth con­ 
secutive year the atomic 
clocks have been staggered

since leap seconds were first 
used in January, 1972. Two 
seconds were added in 1972, 
another in 1973 and a fourth 
in 1974. 
"P rior to 1972 we used 
w hat might be called ‘rubber 
seconds.’" said Barnes. "We 
simply slowed up or sped up 
the clocks to keep up with the 
earth. The system of leap 
seconds allows the clocks to 
run at a constant pace but to 
still kick in an extra second 
when we need it." 
Atomic clocks first went 
into use Jan. I, 1958. Since 
then. 15 rubber seconds and 
leap seconds have been 
added 


—Freedom Symbol Moved 
Bell Transfer 
Rings in Year

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — The Liberty Bell, symbol 
of American freedom, has a history of m isfortune and 
workmen planning to move it at the clim ax of a New 
Y ear’s Eve party tonight were m aking sure they 
wouldn’t add to that tradition. 
The Bell, brought here from London in 1752 to 
com m em orate P e n n sy lv a n ia ’s 50th a n n iv e rsa ry , 
cracked during testing. When it was recast, it was 
found to have too much copper, which m uted the tone. 
On July 8, 1776, it tolled during the first public 
reading of the Declaration of Independence. A year 
later, it was taken to Allentown, Pa., when British 
forces were at the city’s gates and brought back after 
they departed. 
Until July 8,1835, the bell hung here, not being tolled, 
just m aking itself famous. But on that day, it cracked 
while tolling for the funeral procession of Chief Justice 
John M arshall. 
It pealed for the last tim e Feb. 23, 1846, when it 
cracked again while being rung on the anniversary of 
George W ashington’s birth. 
Authorities now are making sure the the crack 
doesn’t become larger. 
"I think we’re trying to be super-careful," said 
Arthur Miller of the National Park Service. "We would 
not have considered moving the Bell if there was any 
basic danger in doing it." 
About 50,000 persons were expected to be on hand 
tonight to see the Bell wheeled from Independence 
Hall, where it has been housed for 223 years, and taken 
IOO yards to a modern, more spacious pavilion designed 
to accom m odate m ore bicentennial visitors. 
The Park Service and the Franklin Institute, w'hich 
were supervising the move, insisted the Bell would 
have no trouble completing the journey, to be con­ 
ducted against a background of fireworks, m artial 
music, the tolling of bells and a candlelight procession.

Plano students have shown so much interest in auto 
m echanics and related 
fields that district officials this year 
"spun off" an auto paint and body course to be included in 
the 
Senior 
High 
School’s 
comprehensive 
vocational 
program . 
"This is a whole new thing." Instructor Bob Barcuch 
explains. "Plano has had this type set up generally before 
but not to this extent. The class doesn’t just concentrate on 
paint and body work but expands into all phases of 
autom otive repair. 
"So many students a re interested in auto m echanics and 
repair that we can choose our students," he continued. "We 
can select youngsters who show real interest and talent. 
Right now I have seven students who show real promise, 
even though this is the first year for the course." 
The 32 students have som e of the best equipm ent available 
to work with as they 
study automotive problem s such as 
aligning head lights 
and front ends, autom atic 
tran­ 
smissions. glasswork and air conditioning as well as paint 
and body work. 
The class had a late sta rt this year because of construction 
delays, so Barcuch is concentrating on straight paint work 
this semester. 
“ This year we’ll probably do more paint work than might 
normally be expected since about two-thirds of our 
enrollm ent are juniors," he admitted. "But I’ve got a great 
bunch of students. I worked in the paint and body business 
for about IO years before becoming a teacher and I really 
like this type of work." 
Although he has long experience in the industry. Barcuch 
says he is grateful to his advisory com m ittee for keeping 
him up to date. 
"Schools are closed system s for the most p art," he points 
out. "Unless you are in the industry it’s hard to see what’s 
happening today. With the aid of he business people, we can 
tell students what to expect about the outside. They know the 
pitfalls of business and can outline the abilities and 
capabilities needed on the job." 
The com m ittee-D aryl K. Warden, a refinishing consultant 
with Martin Senour Paint Co.; Wylie K. Rowan of Rowan’s 
Motor Parts; Bill Cole of Bill Cole Paint and Body; James 
Lusk of Griffin Oldsmobile; and Gene Pell, a Plano 
firefighter-have told the students that em ployers want 
people who are willing to work.

A Vocational Industrial 
Clubs of America 
(VICA) 
program is teaching the boys how to get along in their future 
jobs, he says. The students also learn the principles of the 
chain of command from their parliam entary proceedure. 
The class which boasts IOO percent m em bership in VICA 
will also compete in local, district and state contests on paint 
and body techniques. 
“ These VICA activities give the students the opportunity 
to participate and a 
feeling of pride in 
their ac­ 
com plishm ents," he believes. "Some of these boys may 
never be good enough to work on a car. but hey ’ll be able to 
work on a bicycle; and w e’ll make them a responsible 
c h aracter whether they learn paint and body or not " 
Currently the students a re working on cars belonging to 
class members, other students and faculty, Barcuch says. 
E ach student, dependent on his capability, is also doing 
m inor body work. 


As Barcuch supervises work in progress, he stresses 
safety above all. Students working with power tools are 
required to wear safety glasses and must handle the 
equipm ent carefully. Any student in the area watching must 
obey the same safety rules, he says 
"School district officials are really behind this program, 
Barcuch stresses "This m eans a whole to lot to us because 
we can give the students the best opportunity possible to 
learn a trade. Without these backers, we would iose a great 
deal. 
"Often, we get support before we even have to ask for it, 
he concluded."We’ve got a lot of good teachers who enjoy 
their jobs and other people. They show real interest in their 
students and this puts us well above other schools.

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Technique Finds Pollution Culprits

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Federal 
enforcers 
of 
pollution 
laws 
can 
“ fingerprint” oil now in a 
technique to help them find 
out who fouls the sea. 
The most visible recent 
use of new methods of 
identifying oil from spills 
came in 
a 
16-week in­ 
vestigation that picked one 
suspected tanker out of 247 
possibilities 
in 
connection 
with a Florida oil spill. 
The 
master 
of 
the 
suspected 
polluter 
was 
arrested and charges were 
filed against the company 
that owned the vessel. The 
charge: the ship illegally 
dumped 5,000 gallons of 
crude oil into the ocean not 
far from the shoreline of Key 
West. 
The heart 
of 
the 
in­ 
vestigative technique is a 
scientific tool that has long 
been used for other things — 
chromatography. 
It consists of separating 
the parts of a mixture or 
solution by allowing it to flow 
over a medium, usually in a 
column. As the parts in ef­ 
fect adhere to parts of the 
column, they can be iden­ 
tified. 
In the case of oil, gas 
chromatography is used: an 
inert gas pushes the oil

According to other figures, 
those selfsame seniors who

w itll higher high school 
grade averages than the 1974 
graduates. 
Like the lower college en­ 
trance test scores, the higher 
grade averages followed a 
recent trend. Thus high 
school education appears to 
have established a definite 
pattern of better grades with 
less learning. 
If that suggests that in­ 
structional standards are 
slipping in public schools, 
perish the thought. Any of 
the teachers now on strike 
will tell you what a grand job 
they are doing.

The samples go to the EPA 
laboratories — there are 
various 
ones 
around

country — for the 
gas 
chromatographic 
analysis. 
There, 
the chemists 
can 
match up the chart from the 
spilled oil with the chart for 
a certain suspect 
Revell says the technique 
came into frequent use only 
with the recent years’ in­ 
crease in concern about oil 
spills To supplement what 
the analysis tells chemists 
about the makeup of oil. he 


says, there is a separate 
technique for identifying the 
concentrations of nickel and 
vanadium in oil. 
Floating in the ocean may 
dilute the oil or break it down 
somewhat, Revell says, but 
the ratio of nickel and 
vanadium 
in each type 
remains the same. 
Most of incidents of ocean 
oil pollution come from 
unauthorized pumping of 


bilges, the EPA says. But of 
course, the more 
spec­ 
tacular spills come from 
tanker 
collisions 
and 
breakups, which are much 
less frequent. 
For investigators, finding 
the source of illegal — as 
opposed to accidental 
spills is a difficult 
task. 
“ Fingerprinting” oil is only 
a way to find the possible 
source of a spill, and not a 


proof of why the spill oc­ 
curred.

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Activities Building 
Facility Houses Sr. High 
Athletics, Physical Education

Athletics in the Plano Independent School District will 
take another step forward with utilization next week of the 
Activities Building at the new Senior High School. 
The Activities Building will be the center of all Senior High 
athletics and physical education. The 52, 551 square foot 
facility has three full size basketball courts with an artificial 
surface, offices for coaches and the PISD athletic director, 
dressing rooms for all athletic sports and physical education 
classes, health classrooms, weightlifting rooms, a gym­ 
nastics room and space for selling concessions at events. 
First use of the facility will probably be Jan. 9 when the 
Plano Wildcat boys basketball team hosts Denton in a 
District 13-AAAA game. Originally, the Activities Building

was to have been ready Sept. I but a construction strike 
caused postponement of the facility’s opening until this 
week. 
Current work to complete the facility is erection of two 
scoreboards in the gymnasium, finishing touches and in­ 
stallation of various equipment. 


Clark Pleased 


PISD Athletic Director John Clark is pleased with the 
Activities Building. 
“We feel it is a facility we will get maximum use from its 
space. We tried to design it so a maximum number of people 
could use it for a maximum number of uses. We feel it is very 
practical.” Coach Clark said. 
The focal point of the facility is the basketball courts. 
The courts are finished with an artificial surface, com- 
paritive to hardened rubber. The surface is bright gold with 
dark maroon stripes tor basketball out of bounds markers, 
the lanes, etc. The courts are also striped off in other colors 
to allow indoor play of tennis, volleyball and badminton. 
The gym will hold approximately 2,500 to 2,750 spectators 
for boys and girls basketball games. For assembly purposes, 
the gymnasium area will hold about 3,500, according to the 
architect Jarvis-Putty-Jarvis. 
Artificial surface was chosen for the gym floor over 
traditional wood because of the multiple uses of the facility, 
according to Clark. 
“We chose it because of its multiple uses. Different 
types of shoes can be used on it; street shoes can’t damage 
the floor like they could damage wood.’’ 
“ The floor absorbs noise. That is the first thing most 
people will probably notice,” Clark added. “You can't hear a 
basketball hit the floor when you dribble on it. That might be 
the only disadvantage to it, from a basketball standpoint; it 
will just take some time adjusting to it.” 


Other Features 


The building cost approximately $1.5 million before 
equipment was added, according to estimates provided by 
Jarvis-Putty-Jarvis. 
Besides the artificial surfaced basketball courts, other 
features include bleachers which are fold away and motor 
operated. 
A screen, which is mesh, can be dropped between the 
basketball courts to provide areas for different athletic or 
physical education activities. The screen is also motor 
operated

He struck a 
buried treasure of Spanish 
gold pieces—enough to pay 
him out of debt and start the 
New Y ear with money in the 
bank. After that, do you 
think that farm er ever failed 
to eat blackeye peas and hog 
jowl on New Y ear’s day 
re g a rd le ss of w hat they 
cost? 
When the folklore about 
blackeye peas first started,

produced their own supply. 
They waited for the last crop 
of peas to dry on the stalk 
before picking and shelling 
them , because in that day 
they had no other way to 
preserve the peas for winter 
use except dried.

If you can’t find packages 
of dried blackeye peas with 
the USDA grade mark, look

When you are buying dried 
peas, use this guide for 
quantity:

The most famous Southern 
recipe for preparing the New 
Year’s good luck dish of 
blackeye peas comes from 
Charleston, South Carolina.

Do 
not soak overnight in broth. 
Boil peas gently in broth 
until alm ost done.

Have you ever stopped to 
think about the real cause of 
a quarrel, Dorthy Taylor,

University System, said last 
week. 
“ Most quarrels start over 
petty, unimportant m atters. 
But before a truce is finally 
declared, all sorts of ac­ 
cusations are made by both 
parties. 
“ M oney, 
sex, 
in-law s, 
prem arital or postm arital 
promises and lack of com­ 
petence are introduced into a 
quarrel. When the battle is 
over, both p arties leave 
nervous and tense, but begin 
imm diately to store new 
ammunition to make the 
next q u a rre l even m ore 
vicious,’’ she said. 
L ittle 
th in g s -or 
petty 
thinking-cause quarrels. It 
follows that 
to eliminate 
q u a rre ls, elim inate petty 
thinking. But it’s easier to 
read about than to practice, 
the specialist noted. 


"When bringing a quarrel 
to a successful or profitable 
end, one must have positive, 
good feelings. T here is 
almost 
always some 
ap­ 
preciation of what you resent 
most. If you can discover 
this appreciation, and bring 
it into the forefront, you will 
be much more balanced in 
outlook and aware of both 
sides of a difficult situation,” 
she said. 
If resen tm en t rem ains 
very strong, it is often more 
useful to work it out first in 
dialogue with yourself in 
fantasy.

Fishing Limits 
Being Extended

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
One of the world’s friction 
points that is becoming ever 
m ore 
fractious 
is 
the 
nationalization of fish. 
Fish are notoriously cos­ 
m opolitan in appearance 
and habit. Hook a haddock 
two miles off the coast of 
California and you couldn’t 
tell just by looking whether it 
was a Japanese haddock, a 
Russian haddock or what. 
The only way you would 
know it was an American 
haddock is by the fact that 
you 
caught 
it 
in 
U.S. 
territorial, 
or piscatorial, 
waters. 
The 
lack -bf 
ethnic 
characteristics in seafood 
makes it necessary for a 
country to nationalize the 
fish off its shores. Otherwise, 
some would be caught by 
fisherm en 
from 
other 
countries who were unable to 
distinguish one country’s 
fish from another’s. 
For years, the standard 
piscatorial limit was three 
miles. In other words, any 
haddock that swam within 
three miles of, say, Peru 
autom atically becam e a 
Peruvian haddock. 
But if the same haddock 
su b se q u e n tly 
v en tu re d 
farther southward, then it 
magically changed into a 
Chilean haddock. Thus some 
m ig rato ry species m ight 
switch nationalities several 
times during a single season. 
This situation did not set 
well with some countries. 
Mexico, for example, might 
feel that a haddock four 
miles off its coast was just as 
Mexican as a haddock you 
might catch surfcasting at 
Acapulco.

Dealers Responsible 


Material Defects Mean Liability 


COTTON TOTS

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
increased responsibility of 
dealers and manufacturers 
decreed by the courts in 
recent years for dangerous 
defects in products now has 
been extended to the used 
car and truck market. 
The courts have acted in 
two cases involving deaths 
from 
defects 
in 
used 
vehicles. 
An Oklahoma used car 
dealer was indicted for 
m anslaughter when four 
persons died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning as the 
result of an exhaust leak in a 
car he sold. The former 
owner of the car testified the 
dealer was aware of the 
exhaust leak when he took 
the car in. This case is ex­ 
pected to result in a long 
court fight. 
In the other case, a New 
Jersey truck driver bought a 
used truck of the cab-over- 
engine type. While he was 
working on the engine with 
the cab elevated, the catch 
that held the cab gave way. 
The cab fell on the driver 
and caused his death. His 
widow sued both the dealer 
who sold the used truck and 
the manufacturer. 
The case was fought to the 
State Supreme Court, which 
finally ruled in favor of the 


widow against both the 
dealer and the manufac­ 
turer. 
The Research Group of 
Charlottesville, Va., which 
does legal research for at­ 
torneys and their clients, 
says the New Jersey case is 
a landmark decision. There 
was no contention that the 
dealer was aware of the 
defective cab catch, only 
that he and the manufac­ 
turer were responsible for 
the catch. 
The real significance of 
the New Jersey decision, 
according to the Research 
Group, is that it strictly 
minimizes a ‘‘sold as is” 
sales condition to body dents 
and normal wear and tear on 
the body and engine. 
The Research Group said 
the decision means the used 
car buyer now has much the 
sam e 
justifiable 
ex­ 
pectations of safety in a used 
vehicle as in a new vehicle. 
He has a right to expect that 
the 
brakes, 
steering 
m echanism , the exhaust 
system and other parts 
critical to safety have been 
inspected and maintained in 
safe condition. 
The Research Group said 
the New Jersey decision also 
is im portant because it 
comes at a time when many 
persons who normally buy 
new cars are starting to buy 


used cars because of the 
recession.

out restaurant that spe­ 
cializes in southern Chinese 
cuisine, such as Moo Goo Gai 
Grits. 


First I showed him the 
place where Teng arose in 
the Great Hall of tne People, 
raised his glass of mao tai 
toward 
Ford 
and said. 
“ Rhetoric about detente 
cannot cover up the stark 
reality 
of 
the 
growing 
danger of war.” 


Wor said he believed Teng 
was speaking idiomatically. 
He said that portion of the 


toast probably could be more 
meaningfully translated as 
“Here’s mud in your eye.” 
Next I showed him the 
passage 
that 
had 
been 
translated as follows: 
“The contention for world 
hegemony is 
intensifying, 
and, strategically, Europe is 
the focus for this contention. 
Such continued contention is 
bound to lead to a new world 
war.” 


Here again, Wor read the 
toast 
a 
bit 
differently. 
According to his translation, 
what Teng actually 
said 
was: 
“Here’s looking at you, 
kid.” 
Wor also found another 
meaning in the place where 
Teng ostensibly said “there 
is great disorder under 
heaven.” 
As Wor saw it, the thought 


Teng was trying to express 
was “Down the hatch.' 
We 
asked 
Wor 
what 
significance he would attach 
to Teng’s toast. He said he 
thought the main m essage 
the Chinese leader sought to 
convey was that he wished to 
drink to the health of his 
American guest. 


But he said that sentiment 
was difficult to convey in 
Chinese ideographs owing to 
the lack of a character or 
symbol that corresponds to 
the word “cheers.”
